President Wilson Prepared Mes-
sage Before lliness.

WORK YET TO BE COMPLETED

To Finance Operations and to Carry
| Out Constructive Plans in Eastern
Eurcpe, Organization Requires
Increasing Membership.

' Washington, D, C.—Before his pres-
st llipess Preslident Wilson prepared
| the following message, In which he
| urges the people of the Unlted Htates
to generously respond to the third roll
call of the Red Cross:

As president of the United States
| and as president of the American Red

Oross 1 recominend and urge & gen-
| erous response to the Third Red Cross
Koll Oull, which opens on November
the second with the observance of Red
Cross Sunday und appropriately closes
on November the eleventh, the first
paniversary of the signing of the ar-
mistice,

Twenty milllon adults joined the
| Red Crossduring the war, prompted
| by n patriotic desire to render service

to thelr country and to the cause for

which the United States was engaged

In war, Our patrlotism should stand
| the test of peace as well ns the test of
war, and It Is an intelligeantly patriotic
progranm which the Hed Cross pro-
poses, a continuance of service to our
poldlers and sallors, who look to It for
many things, and o transference to the
problems of peace ut home of the ex-
perience and methods which It me-
quired during the war,

Stress on Membership.

It Is on membership more than
money contributions that the stress of
the present eampalgn I8 lald, for the
IRed Cross seeks to assoclate the
people In welfare work throughout the
land, especially In those communities
| where nelther official nor unofficial

provision has been made for adequate
publi¢c health and soclni service.

| It 18 In the spirit of democracy that
the people shiould undertake thelr own
welfare actlvities, and the National
Red Cross wisely intends to exert upon
community action a stimulating and
co-ordinating Influence and to place
the energles of the orgunization bes
hind all sound public henlth and wel-
rfure ngencles,

The American Red Cross does not
purpose Indefinite prolongation of its
rellef work abroad, a mlll;g which
wounld lay an unjust burden apon our
own people and tend to undermine the
self-rellance of the peoples relleved,
but there s a necessary work of com-
pletion to be performed before the
Ameriean Red Cross can honorably
withdraw from Europe. The congress
of the Unlted Stutes has imposed upon
the Red Cross a contlnulng responsi-
bility abroad by authorizing the secre-
tary of war to transfer to the Amerl-
eap Red Cross such surplus army med-
feal suppllies and supplementary and
dietary foodstuffs now In Eurape as
shall not be required by the army, to
be used by the Red Cross to relleve
the distress which continuea in certain
countries of Burope As a result of the
WAr. .

Program Deserves Bupport.

To finance these operations, to con-
clude work which was begun during
the war, and to carry out some com-
paratively Inexpensive constructive
plans for assisting peoples In eastern
Europe to develop thelr own Welfare
organisations, the American Red Cross
requires, In naddition to membership
fees, a sumn of money small In compar-
ison with the gifts poured Into its
treasury by our generous people dur-
ing the war,

Both the greater enduring domestic
program and the lesser temporary for-
elgn program of the Red COross de-
| serve enthusinstie support, and I ven-
|

ture to hope that Its pesce-time mem-
bership will exceed rather thon fall
| below its lmpressive war membership,

FARMERS’ SIDE GIVEN
TILLERS OFS:sOl:‘:i:::DED BY

Demands Wider Market, and Asserts
They Lose While Consumer Pays
Higher Prices.
Washington, Oct, 22-—~The farmers'
side of the high cost of llving question
was presented to the senate by Senator
Capper (Rep.) of Kansas, who declared
that, while farmers are selling their
products at a loss on declinlng mar-
kets, consumers are paying rising
prices. Faulty distributlon was blamed

prices,

Illustrating the anomalous situation
of furmers nnd consumers, Senator
Capper sald farmers are selling thelr
wheat at a loss, ndding:

“It takes four and a half bushels of
wheat to make a barrel of flour. The
wheat ralser gets about $8,37 for the
wheat; the ller, £12.70; the baker,
$568.70, and the hotelkeeper here in
Washington, as it Is doled out In thin
slices, $687." °

The government, through the graln
corporation, sald S8enator Capper, prof-
ited $23.000,000 at the expense of
farmers last year, the farmer selllng
from 20 to 70 cents less than the
guaranteed price,

“The situation of the llve stock
farmer is even more deplorable,” he
sald, “Farmers are selllng thelr grain
fed beeves and hogs for less than It
cost to produce them, but the con-
sumer finds little or ho change o the
price of ment,

“Executive departments,” bhe sald,
“should seek by every means at their
command to open wider markets to
the farmer by lifting the embargo on
wheat and flour to Europe, by extend-
ing credits to European governments
‘and by lowering ocean frelght rates.”
